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BRITISH INDUSTRIES AND 
GERMAN VIEWS. 


(Daily Press, 1st December.) 


An article on British industries in the; number ani kind of worknaople to be 


Zukunft of October 13th seems to. deserve 
attention, for although parts of it may 
be overdrawn, it contains truths which 
manufacturers in England would do well 
to lay to heart. The final conclusion the 
writer arrives at will, however, hardly be 
acquiesced in by anybody at home or abroad. 
The British manufacturing industry is, he 
says, the oldest of modern times and up to 
withio the last thirty years reigne.! supreme. 
Whoever erected a factory in Germany, 
France, the United States or elsewhere, had 
to obtain the plant and machinery from 
. England. The causes of her predominance 
Jay in the great mineral riches of the 
country, ber wealth, her extansive home 
trade, the intelligence of her people and 
the easy access to foreign inarkets. The 
trade of Great Britain continues to expand, 
but, compared with the uuprecedented 
development of that of Germany and the 
Dnited States, ata very slow pace. Since 
the cessation of the wars which for centuri-s 
made Germany the battlefield of nations 
and drained her resources, the purehasin 
power of the people has gradually i- creased, 
giving a stimulus to industry; they have 
accumulated capital until atthe present time 
they have become independent of English 
money, which they no longer require for 
the building of railways, waterworks, &c. 
In America things took pretty much the 
game cyurse. With the increase of wealth 
anda steadily growing demand for home 
consumption, technical kuowledye, followiuy 
closely in the, wake of scientific ressarch 
and discoveries, made rapid progress and 
branching out into uumerous different 
channels rendered spccinlisation more aud 
more necessary. The devising of new and 
improved wetnods of ma-tufacture on 
scientific bases became a special study, for 
which an enormous apparatus was required. 
To this the Knglish people, who prefer to 
turo their great intellectual powers to what 
lies within their immedinte ken, never took 
kindly, A healthy race and proud of their 
muscular strength they are fond of work but 
will not sacrifice everything to it; they 
‘deraand short hours, a weekly halt-holiday, 
games and & certain amount of country 
life, The German on the other had loves 
his work above everythiug, is insatiable of 
knowledge and when his energies begin 
to flag, his innate conscientious:ess steps 
in urging him on t» renewed efforts. Then 
again the English, owiue to-their long 
experience and glorious traditions in the 
manufacturing business, have acquired a 
habit of extreme conservatisin in their 
ideas. They are not easily persuaded to 
make experiments, and hesitato before 
eadopting new methods, asking ‘ Will it 
pay?” until they find out that they are 
being left behind in the race; whereas the 
American is attracted by the risk a novelty 
may present. He rushes into new enter- 
prizes, knowing full we'l that, if one out of 
a hundred turns out a success, be will be 
repaid a thousandfold. Even the more 
careful Germain is nowadays prompt in 
giving new inventions and new methods a 
trial, if, on mature reflection, be considers 
that they are likely to prove advantay--ous— 
even if there be as yet no mathematical 
certainty of success, a certainty which in 
fact is rarely attained until too late. H:» 
has become sufficiently Americanized not to 
be deterred by big figures, the rapid

‘Such a condition of affairs is unthinkable, 


aud to be treated as such, Else what is the 
worth of any treaty with the central Govern. 

If that is the adinitt«l state of 
things, a treaty with Washington is of no 
more practical use than a disarmament 
proposal emanating from the Hague or St. 
Petersburg, The “soverciyn stute of 
Califurnia’ could even declare war against 
China or Japan—a thing which, judging 
from its recent press ulterauces, would not 
be too foolish for some of its leaders, or 
misleaders.. The writer of the letter to the 
Times says: 

“Yon speak of California ag infrenched 
behind the State rights conferred by the 
Congtilution. State right is not the plirase an 
American would employ. Still less would he 
speak of Stata rights as c-wferred by the 
Constitution. If they had baan couferred thay 
could be withdrawn, aud soa way ont might be 
found. But it was not the Constitution which 
conferred rights upon the States: it was thea 
States, the original thirteen in 1787, which 
surrendered certain rights iuhereat in each as 
a sovereign State, and conferred them upon the 
Federal Government. ‘Thoss which were not 
surrendered were retained And each State of 
later birth has in this respect the rights of the 
original thirteen. California is as good as 
Massachusetts, It is perfectly true that a 
teeaty is the supreme law of tue land. But 
that-only brings us back to the question—How 
is it to be enforced ¥ The machinery is not 
adequate. The Supreme Court af tha United 
tates, in its best diys whuu Murshail was 
Chief Justice, delivered a judgment which the 
then President, Andrew Jackson, disapproved. 
“Well,” said the President, “Joho Marshall 
has told us what he thinks the law is. Now let 
him carry it out.” And éveu if a case against 
the San Francisco authorilies were takeu into 
a Federal Court and a decrea obtained, the 
question of giving effect to that decrea woul | 
remain a question. In the last rasort, there is 
nothing but force. With a United States 
marshall on one side an! the Sate of Califor. 
nia oo the other, we come back again to a sta‘a 
of civil war.” 

This extract alone goes some way to 
warraut our definition of the American 
Government asa trinity of non-authoritative 
authorities, and to sugvest the addition af 
some forty-five other authorities, upon whom 
there is nu better check than war, civil war.

Spain jo ntly should desire te restora to 
comparative order the distressed Sultanate 
of Moroceo ; tt is an unheard of thing that 
they shoull do tais with the tacit approval 
of all Europe andl with the openly expressed 
god will of Great Britain, Still it must 
be confess ‘d that it is but aa experiment, 
but experimant as it undoubtedly is, it is 
inficativa of the improved relations of 
the home Powers, and in itself offers one of 
the strongest auguries for the future, peace — 
of the Continent. -I€ possible, more! satis- 
factory still igs the assurance given by: 
Prince Vox Buetow that the very con- 
sisteat rumours which have from time 
to time be:n whispered in Europe ag to 
the probable interference of Germany in 
Polun lino the interest of the Government 
of Russia are eutirely without foundation. 
It is true that. any sach interference would 
be inten-ely unpopular in Germany at 
large, but indications were not wanting 


that a strong and ‘united party, even if few - 
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in point of number, were in view of the 
supposed dynastic interests of the Empire, 
prepared to go even to go extreme a limit; 
and the disavowal of any such intention 
by the present Imperial Chancellor will 
certainly be hailed with not less satisfac. 
tion in Germany itself than in Europe at 
large. It is natural and proper that Ger- 
many should watch with intense interest 
the upheaval going on on her very fron- 
tiers, and should take every legitimate 
means of preventing the conflagration 
spreading to her own territories; but 
one of the lessons most plainly to be read 
in the history of the past two centuries 
is the folly, if not the wickeduess, of 
firmed intervention between rulers and 
people, unless the iaterfering state he 
repared from the beginning to assume 
itself all the responsibilities of govern. 
ment. The mere propping up of a falling 
edifice is of all architectural works the 
most unsatisfactory to an able architect, 
and few who have attained eminence in their 
rofession will willingly undertake s) 

maging a responsibility. The propping 
up of a decaying government is, if possible, 
a still more serious undertaking which has 
proved in too many instances the grave of 
political reputations. Europe will be 
pleased to hear of the good unuer- 
standing existing between Germany and 
the Austro-Hungarian mouarchy ; it would, 
however, be better pleased to see this guod 
understanding expressed in some mora 
tangible form than mere words. The spirit 
of BisMaRck still lingers unpleasantly near, 


and though the recent revelations of Prince 


Howentone’s Memoirs have done something 
in showing how dead in othey respects is 
the policy of that statesman, and though 
Russia as a disturbing influence is, a6 all 
events temporarily, eclipsed, all Europe 
wou'd breathe more freely were il able to lay 
to rest its suspicions on this subject. Butif 
we are justified in looking with an enhanced 
feeling of confidence on the Europeau 
horizon it is unfortunately the case that 
when we turn our eyes eastwards the 
prospect is by no means s> clear, and here 
we may note at the beginning we have no 
reflection whatever to cast on Germany, 
whose interests we nay udd are identical 
with our own. However we look at it there 
is an unpleasant feeling in the magnetic 
field, and a sense that it is overcharged 
with elements of repulsion. Great fritain 
has persistently urged on China the necessity 
of sivas did she desire to recover her 
lost place amongst the nations; Brilain has 
done more, for it has actively aided China 
in the process by material as well as moral 
assistance. It hag hailed with pleasure | 
Japan’s entrance into the comity of nations, + 
and has placed her in a position of eminence | 
alongside itself. In none of these things! 
has Britain been nctuated by any seuti- | 
mental motives, nor has it attempted to 
pose as if impelled by any-mere philan- 
thropic motives, or to raise itself on a 
innaele of goodness beyond other nations. 
nowing how -rare in the ordinary inter- 
course of nations is the feeling of gratitude 
or anything approaching to thanktuiness it 
has not expected any return of this nature, 
and has been quite content to take things 
as they came. Britain did, however, expect 
that as a retura for opening to the Fur 
Eaat the material beuefits of its commerce 
and culture, and sharing with it its own 
home privileges without let or hindrance, 
it should be placed on similar terms, 
and that as it had broken down 
the last barriers to intercourse with 
the Weat, it should meet with a similar 
willingness on the part of the East ts meet 
on equal terms, East Asia has done Britain 
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the high compliment of accepting its offers ; 
has so far as lay in her power remodelled 
ber own institutions on lines directly copied 
from the West. It bas provided itself with 
armies and navies the details and organisa- 
tion of which to the minutest detail have 
been taken from Europe. Japan has closely 
imitated in her political institutions the 
political systems of Europe, and China has 
sent recently a high commission to British 
shores to learn the art of governing her 
millions with greater profit to the empire, 
and greater happiness to themselves, and 
this commission was received with open 
arms, an’ permitted to discover innermost 
secrets of policy. Britain has done all this, 
not in the hope of any private reward, but 
t» promote the general -inlerests of the 
world at large, and with ita share in those 
interests it was content to wuit for its own 
profit and advantage. Now it is curious to 
observe how one-sided the confidence has 
been. For it all Britain has obtained not 
trust, not friendship, but growing aliena- 
tion and ill-feeliug. Yet these perple 
who would now turn to Britain the cold 
shoulder, who by words and deeds daily 
inform the British that in their heart of 
hearts they dislike them and if they could 
woul despise them, are the very peuple 
who have done them the unconscious 
compliment of atteinptiog without any 
pressure or persuasion to reform on the 
models freely presented to them the whole 
fabric of their institutions, and even their 
private lives. Since 1858, when Tord 
Exern sailed on a friendly missiun into the 
Gulf of Tokyo, Japan has entirely chunged 
her iustituttons and her mode of govern- 
ment; convinced of the superiority of those 
prevailing in the West she has undisguisedly 
remodelled her own on similar lines, and in 
the process without any reserve whatever 
she has been helped on and encouraged. 
So completely has she done tis that were 
a visitor from another world who had seen 
her in 1858 to re-enter now on the scene, 
except in her languaga and a few of her 
older temples, still remaining as records of 
the past, he would fail to recognise that be 
stood on the same ground. ‘To the credit 
of Japan she has done this thoroughly, and 
apparently without a reserve. No couutry 
in the history of the world has ever effected 
such a change Within the compass of a mere 
half-century, And now Eur spe, having 
done its missionary work, fsspurdutly has to 
fice the outlook of most altruists. It fee!s 
much like w len whose duckling brood is 
swimming off to’ independence. 


FOREIGN STOCK [IN CHINESE 
SHOPS. ; 


rs Toone 
(Daily Press, December 6th.) 

It is rarely safe to argue.on the “ inone sec. 
all” adage, and particularly so with regard 
to a vist country like China. Some 
supe-ficial observer in some corner of the 
Empire writes a glowing letter about the 
symptoms of what he regards as_ tbe 
civilizition of the Chinese, and he has his 
rmitators, ani then back from Europe come 
the newspapers, full ‘of cominents able 
enough and sound enough if their foundation 
had been better. Still, there is a good deal 
of excuse for these somewhat premiture 
trumpelings of the awakening of China, of 
the coming of the Ori-ntal, and almost, we 
miglit say, of the apotheosis of the Asiatic. 
The so-called unchanyiog East isas mutabl-, 
humanly speaking, as any other centre of | 
society; and there is a general opinion 
among residents of any stancing that things 
to-day are scarcely reccguisable in the most 
truthful picture of ten years ago. One 
noticeable feature is the avidity with which 
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Chinese take up land wherever a collection 
of foreigners settles. The foreigner seems 
flattered, if we say that his mere neighboar- 
hood is considered to afford protection from 
official squeeze; but there are others who 
explain it otherwise, who say they rush to 
take up the land to prevent the hated alien 
getting it. Both statements are probably 
a little too extreme., Itis not at all improb- 
able that the phenomenon is simply caused 
by the quite natural and characteristic 
desire of the Chinaman to tura an honest 
tael or two. Another change, however, that 
the last decide has witnessed, is observable 


‘in many towns where the foreigners consist 


of only a missionary or two, for whose 
benefit it has certainly not come about. 
This is in reference to the increase of 
business indicated by the constant opening 
of new shops everywhere, and the remark- 
able additions to and variations in their 
stuck-in-trade. A few years ago, certainly 
not more than a decade, the traveller would 
have hailed as a rare surprise the appearance 
in a Chinesa shop of some obviously foreign 
articles. We are speaking, of course, of 
inlund towns and places, not of long 
established. treaty ports. The smell of 
kerosene, or the sight of its bomely can, 
might bave reminded him that the West 
was knocking at the door of the East, but 
he certainly cout-I not then, as he may now, 
feast his eyes on foreign haberdashery, 
clocks and watches, caps and hats, foreign 
boots and shoes, and even. ‘stick-up” 
collars, to say -nothing of socks and 
“suspenders”. A norchern contemporary 
notes that comparatively few Chinese geatle- 
men wear Chines+ socks, now that the foreign 
kinds are so accessible and cheap, and look - 
nore showy. For such things it i: easy to 
sen market, but if the new Chinese shops 
follow the example of their Japanese 
prototypes, we shall have to wonder what 
becomes of the importations. QOuly- a few 
months after the opening of a certain 
Japanese town (Kofu, previously without 
railway connection) whole rows of seni- 
foreign shops, containing purely foreizn 
good:, were to be seen and entered. ‘The 
wonder naturally arises, whether a!l the 
sewing. machines, and b-dsteads, and 
bicycles, the shaving tackle and covking 
utensils, and the fele bats of fashion Barty — 
Victorian are not still in stock, uosold and 
unsaleable. In C.iua it seems safe to 
conclude, from experienc, that there was 
a proper likelihood of a demand for thése 
uew supplies, before the shrewd mon who, 
are opening these up couutry stores imported 
them. It is to be h«ped they all go off well 
and ive s:tisfaction. . 


UNPRINCIPLED ABBREVIATION.

Abbreviations ara such a rec»znizad 
feature of daily life uowadays, even in the 
mot select journalistic circles, where men 
are proud tu cull themselves MJ.I, and 
still more go among bisiness men, that we 
were somewhat surprised recently when a 
critic, for whose opinion we have cousider- 
ablo respect, suggested that it isu faylt to 
refer constantly to an important department 
of the Colonial Government as the P.W.D. 
Our only defeuce at the time was that this 
abbreviated fourm was constantly employed 
officially, aud we gave uo further thought to 
the matter. This week the receipt of « copy 
of the Singapore - Free Press with a long 
article on the subject of abbreviations 
geuerally has suggested that perhaps it © 
affords wore interest than might be suppos- 
ad, Accordiug to our contemporary, “ the 
question of how far-it is permissible to use 
abbreviations has vexed the minds of many 
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tighteous. A very learned bishop, for 
instauce, objects strongly to receiving a 
letter dated ‘27 Nov. ‘06’ on the ground 
that it is discourteous. ‘I am’ he said- 
‘thoroughly against abbreviations on 
principle and thoroughly dislike them. I 
cannot understand even the busy man 
writing °06, any more than I can tolerate 
his talking of nineteen one. I am persuaded 
abbreviations bave an unwholesome effect 
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accepts abbreviations like H.R.H., K.C.M.G., 
P,&0., and Y.M.C.A., even while in the 
act of objecting to O.K. and similar 
flippancies, and we sympathise with their 
logicality, Business men would probably 
strenuously defend “and/or”, though it is 
hideously uonliterary, and for similar 
reasons we uphold for local consumption 
such useful and well-understood abbrevia- 


on men’s minds. It would not inconvenience 
anyone if the full and proper outlines were 
made.’”? Men who consider themselves 
busier than the busiest of bishops will call 
this distinctly unreasonable, and we so 
regard it; but the first question oped 
for serious argument is the one suggested 
by the bishop’s wholesale denunciation. Are 
abbreviations legitimate, or are they not?

_ We arrive at mere questions of taste, which 

cannot be argued reasonably ; and we quite 
recognise that most people are in the incon- 
sistent position, if they object to some, of 
countenancing others. The Bishop would 
be shocked, doubtless, to have it pointed 
out that there are abbreviations in his own 

criticsm. In the passage quoted, the 

element of abbreviation has even given room 

for ambiguity, though we know what he 

means when he writes ‘I cannot understand 

even the busy man writing '06". That is 

a condensed or abbreviated way of stating 

that it is impossible for him to appreciate 

the object of or advantage to the busy man 

who writes ’06 for 1906 ; and the bishop is 

quite in crror in supposing that he objects 

to the principle of abbreviation. Even for 

a bishop with much leisure it is a necessary 

principle, and all he really objects to is the 

form in which the principle occasionally 

manifests itself. A bishop, notwithstanding 

his obligation to be meek and lowly, occupies 

a certain pedestal of dignity ; and it is not 

difficult to see that (he root grievances of this 
particular bishop was that some of his 
currespondents were not taking the trouble 
to address him with the painstaking respect 
to which he considered himself entitled. 
“Nov. 27 ’06, Dear Bishop, &c.” certainly 
does not look so respectful as ‘‘In the year 
of our Tord one thousand, &. May it 
please your Lordship, &c.”” We wonder if 
His Lordship writes et cetera, etc., or &c; 
and if be never wrote A.D. for Anno 
Domini, or Oxon for Oxoniensis. Who 
could believe him if he averred his own 
atsolute consistency? It is for us quite 
ceitain that no speaker or writer of 
any known language has the right 
to object “on principle’, avy more 
than he has the right to object to rain 
falling or children crying. After which 
we are ready to admit that we have our 
prejudices and predilections. Under temp- 
tation greater than may be understood, we 
conscientiously strive to avoid contractions 
like advt., or govt., but. illogically or not, 
we cling to P.W.D. instead of Department 
of Public Works. By the way, in India it 
is always written D.P.W. Our contemporary 
makes a fine retort to tre Bishop, which is 
so obvious that it might easily have been 
overlooked. ‘Why does not the Bishop, if 
he is logical in spite of theology, object to 
Mr. for Master or Mister?” Or, we may 
add, for Monsieur or Monseigneur, to go 
back to its probable origin? His spiritual 
chiefs sign themselves ‘“ Randall Cantuar.”’ 
and “Willelm: Ebor.”, the latter a dual 
abbreviation ; and in sporting parlance it is 
a tuillion to a hayseed that our bishop who 
is “thoroughly against abbreviations on 
principle” likes to see the D.D. after his 
name. Of him, quant. suff.; to belabour 
him further would be, as we hope these 
abbreviations are not, infra dig. Everybody 


suggest the need of a sub-title like the 
Enemy of India or the Scorner of all Things 
British. China’s proposal to give pre- 
ferential treatment to the native-grown 
drug has its entire and unqualified approval, 
because it is incontrovertible, it says, that 
Chinese opium is less injurious than Indian 
opium, The same number insists that it 
is the duty of the British people to repay 
China the indemnities received after the 
“opium wars”, to return to China an 
amount equal to what the Chinese have 
spent on foreign opium, and to recoup 
China the expenses she was put. to in fight- 
ing the foreign devil. This strikes us as a 
notable example of an inch given and an 
cll taken. The anti-opium people seem to 
be in the frame of mind of the beggar 
who was placed on horseback. No argument 
is even listened to by such people, whose 
extravagance ig no more to be marvelled at 
than the tolerance with which the public 
listen to them. Take this marvellous 
paragraph which we reproduced in yester- 
day's issue Without comment, ‘he same 
people who have’ painted tho horrors of 
thousands and thousands of Chinese 
degraded and dying hecause using opinm 
now assert emphatically that Chinese opium 
is not half as injurious as Indian. We 
huve previously poiuted out the small. 
proportions to which Indian imports have 
dwindled, and everyone knows how niuch.-| 
dearer it 18 than the native product. It | 
looks then as if either the pictures of the evil ; 
results in Chiua were overdrawn, or that the 
masses are actually able to afford the high 
priced drug froin India. Those who use the | 
Iudian drug must obviously Le using it in 
moderation, if only ou account of its scarcity | 
and dearness. The Friend of China might | 
just as well coustitute itself a champion of 
‘ penny-cabbage”’ cigars, because they are 
less strong than high-priced Havanas. Its 
present position with ‘regard to opium is 
much the same as if it had elaborated and 
exaggerated the evil results of excessive 
smoking of cheap tobacco on the masses at 
Home, and then, pointinz out that the 
weeds smoked by the Kine and other 
moderate and sensible smokers are far 
stronger, had clamoured for thp stoppage 
of their importation. ‘ W. in the 
Pall Mall Gazette has pointed out that only 
nine-and-a-half piculs out of every hundred 
piculs of opium used in China are from 
India. There is a manifest discrepancy 
between the frightful stories of our moral 
responsibility in China and the statement 
of our financial share in the traffic. We do 
not doubt that China is sincere in wishing 
to exclude Indiaa opium, but it is absurd 
‘to suggest that any check will be attempted 
‘on the native source of revenue. The 
‘ Friend .of India writers have themselves let 
the cat out of the bag. So far as all these 
wonderful official edicts and interdicts are 
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concerned, the Chinese authorities cada 


easily, as # .contemporary has put i 
manufacture pide of that appropriate kiud. 
of evidence. So fur as the tales of evil done 
are concerned, Sir Henry Buaxe recently 
pinned down one exaggerator neatly, He 
said : 

‘There is one observation I wish to make 
with reference to this matter. I may tell you I 
have been making enquiries about it, and as to 
the anxiety to prevent the use of opium merely 
because it is opiam, I must say I am entirely 
averse to proposing any measure that would 
interfere with the freedom of any man unless 
there is a necessity shown for it. The hon. 
member ha: stated that the opiam traffic is 
ruining ‘handreds or probably thousands. of 
families—at least I understood him to say that. 
There is nobody who feels more than I do or is 
more alive to the disastrous effects of opium 
smoking, but, as I said two or three months ago, 
I go upon the principle of asking the Principal 
Medical Officer or someone else in his depart- 
ment how many people have been treated for 
the consequences produced by opiam, and the 
result is that within the last three years the 
Medical Department of this island, having 
obtained returns from all the hospitals, only 
treated two or three people for effects that 
could be attributed to opinm. I[ think that is 
very satisfactory, and [am _ sure it is a retarn 
that will be satisfactory to the hon. member, 
and while I would bein entire sympathy with 
anything tbat would prevent the excessive use 
of opium, I am not prepared to accept the view 
that because certain people in certain countries 
uso Opium in a certain way and suffer severely 
from it, therefore we should prevent. the use of 
opium by the Singhalese who may bave increased 
the use of it of lat2, but about whom the report 
of the Prino pl Medical Officer is that the use 
of opium by them is beneficial when it is used 
as a remedy for rbeumatism and as a 
prophylaotic for malaria, while he was unable 
to say that the use of opium, as far as he could 
find had proved injurious to the community. 
That is the position at present. As far as I 
am concerned, I will never interfere with the 
liberty of the people except to the extent that it 
\g shown to be necessary for their welfare.”

The statement of claim set forth that on 
June 30th, 1905, the plaintiffs shipped. 280 
ehh -of anuiee on . rie the s.s. Yunnan 
belonging to the defendant, Company for 
Garringe to Newchwang under a bill of Tsing 
signed by Mesers. Butterfield and Swire, 
agenta for the defendant Company. The 
indigo was not delivered at Newchwang, 
or any part thereof. 

In the statement of defence the defendan(s 
admitted the truth of the allegations contained 
in paregraph 3 of the statement of claim, but 
farther said as follows:—The 280 tubs of indigo 
were with the knowledge and consent of the 
plaintiffs shipped as deck cargo at the shippers’ 

k, and during the course of the voyage in 
question the indigo was jettisoned by the 
mariners pursuant to the order of the master in 
consequence of the extraordinary bad weather 
which prevailed, and for the ‘safety of the 
defendants’ s.s. Yunnan and of the lives of those 
on board. Among the exceptions and conditions 
contained in the bill of lading under which the 
said indigo was ship and carried were the 
exceptions of loss 4r damage from jettison, 
and “from all and every, the perils, dangers or 
accidents of the sea and navigation of whatso- 
ever nature and kind, “and further “ any act, 
neglect or default whatsoever of the master or 
mariners or other servants of the company in 
the management or navigation of the ship.” All 
kinds of goods carried on deck are carricd 
rae at the shipper’s risk. The defendants say 
in the alternative that if, which they deny, the 
said jettison was improper and unnecessary, or if 
it was due to any neglect or default on the ;-art of 
the master or mariners in the man:gement or 
navigation of the ship they are protected by the 
aforesaid exceptions and conditions from the 
liability of the plaintiffs. 

The reply stated that the indigo was sent off 
to the Yunsan to be shipped in the ordinary and 
usual manver. The plaintiffs on delivery of the 
indigy on board, received the mate's receipt and 
in due course changed it for the bill of lading 
which was an ordinary below deck bill of lading 
and contained no statement that the indigo 
waa to be carried on deck at shipper’s risk. The 
plaintiffs joined issua. 

Mr, Slade, in opening, said the facts of the 
case were exceedingly simple. The plaintiffs 
employed a Chinese firm, the Yee Tui Cheong, 
whose business is to ship goods for other people, to 
ship these goods. The indigo was taken off to the 
ship in a lighter and shot down a slide into a 
water ballast tank at the bottom of theship. As 
soon as the loading was concluded, the tallyman 
wrote in Chinese on the face of the delivery 
order “received 280 tubs of indigo” with no 
comment or remark. Then he gave the delivery 
order and mate’s receipt to the shipper, who 
handed them -to the ship's compradore. The 
compredore or his olerk filled up these forms in 
English and signed them in English. Then 
there was an hiatus in the story, and the next 
item they could prove was that in the course of 
that afternoon the pluintiffs took the bill of 
lading tothe German Lioyd Marine Insurance 
Co., and obtained a policy of insurance for these 
goqds as lower deck goods. The authorities 
were clear that where a, bill of lading did not 


“specify where the goods were to be carried, it 


implied a contract to carry the goods brlow 
deck. With regard to the mate's receipt, the 
‘defendanta had pleaded to one document only, 
therefore they should be bound by that 
fdocument—the bill of lading. 

Mr. Pollock direoted his Lordsbip’s particular 
‘attention ‘ to the reply filed, in which it was 
denied that the indigo was shipped in the 


ordinary aid usual manner. The conditions on |

Berore Mr. A. G. Wise (Puisne JUDGE), 


LESSEE AND TENANT, 

Tam Chak-u sued Louis Comar to recover 
$158.20 for two Chinese months’ rent and taxes 
in respect of the third_ floor of 61 Des Vaux 
Road Central. 

Mr. F. X. d' Almada e Castro appeared for 
plaintiff, and Mr. E. J. Grist (of Messrs. 
Wilkinson and Grist) for defendant. 

Mr. Almada stated that plaintiff let the 
remises to the defendant on October 
rd, 1905. Some time afterwards 
he gave notics to tenant. that he’ 

must quit the premis-s. informiog him 
at the same time tha' if te did vot he 
would be charged $70 a month 
November Ist. Defendant. continued in the 
premises until the 29th or 30th December and 
did not pay any reut. but he had paid $50 into 
Court. 

Plaintiff deposed to renting tle second and 
third floors of the house in question from Tam 
Sun-ting. He let the third floor to defendant 
ata monthly rental of 350.85 inclnding tara. 
After receiving a notice to quit, written by 
plaintiff's son, defendant did not leave the pre- 
mises, neither had he paid the increased rent 
demanded. Witness did not dare to apply for 
the increased rent for fear defendant. wonld 
strike, scold and beat his children. In No- 
vember defendaut agreed to pay the Id rent. 

His Lordship—1hd you agree to take ths old 
rent ? 

Plaintiff parried the question. 

His Lordship—I have always thoncht he was 
not capable of minding his own affairs. He 
ought to have someone looking after vbem, 
although at present he's as clever as I've seen 
him, and 1 have known him for about .5 years 

Cross-examived:-—Witness had net a lease of 
the floor. Tam San-ting, the owner of the 
premixes, was a distant cousin of lis. After 
supplying defendant with a writlen notioa 
witness saw him and asked for payment of the 
increased rent. T'his was about Decumber 16th 

Mr. Grist--What hare you waited a year 
for ?—My ohbildren did not dare to go and ask 
him for the rent. | ; 

You could have summoned him—I was 
summoned by him at the Police Court 
and beund over in the sum of Sl: to 
keep the peace for twelve months. 

Mr. Grist—That’s exactly it, aud that's why 
you've trumped up aud bruought Chis case ?—- 
‘That is not so. 

His Lordship—What did he summon vou for 
at the Police Court ?— Because I asked him for i 
the rent and ho did not give it. 

His Lordship - Is that why you were boaod 
over ; because you asked for rent? \_ —~ 

Mr. Grist —He was bound over for pouriug 
water over ths verandah after the usual Chinese 
fashion, : 

Witness—I was bound over for assault. 

His Lordship—I suppose that was because 
thaawater dropped on dafsnudant's face. 

Defendant was then called and said he 
leased two floors of the house from Tam San- 
ting and one floor from plaintiff. When wit- 
ness got the notice to quit be showal it to 
the owner, who told him to take no notice 
of it. Witness told the owner he could not 
agree with the old man b:cause of the case 
at the Police Court in which he put him 
to peace (laughter) for (welre mont The 
owner then told himw he would tarn Tam Chak 
out and giva witn es a lease of -the whole 
premises. 

His Lordship—I am still more of opinion 
than ever that he (the plaintiff) ought to be 
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looked up. He is a source of nuisance, as he 
does not know what he is doing. 

In cross-examination, witness said he kept 
the keys of the third fioor because the plain 
blocked the . 

Witness, replying to his Lordship, said the 
plaintiff wanted him to leave the premises on 
the day of the Police Court c1se. 

Tam Sun-ting was called next, and said he 
had agreed to let the whole of the premises in 
question to Comar, and informed the plaintiff 
accordingly. 

Hs Lordship—Why didn’t the plaintiff 
move P—Because Comar was unable to take over 
the premises, ‘ 

Mr. Grist—Tam Chak had no right to collect 
rent, 

His Lordship—I don't see that Comar 
should suffer in this matter, I think these two: 
people (witness and plaintiff) should suffer if 
I can only make them: 

Mr. Grist—We are willing to pay the rent 
for November, but it wag so difficult to say 
which out of the (wo ought to receive it that we 
paid it into Court. 

His Lordship—My opinion is that Comar 
ought not to pay anythiug. I shall keep the 
money in Court and these two people can fight ~ 
out to whom it belongs. 

Mr. Almada asked his J.ordship to order tho 
payment of $70 to his client, 

Mr. Grist obj-cted, stvios thit the {wo 
Chinamen were in touch with one on -ther. 

His Lordship—Yos; they are both tarred 
with the same brush. ‘Lhero will be jadgmeat 
for the amount paid into Court without costs.

Berore Siz Francis Praaotr (CHIR: 
JUSTICE), 
CHUNG 8HUN-KOO'S AFFAIRS. 

His Lordship delivered his decision regarding 
the motion for leave to disclaim the lease mada 
between the debtor and the Hougkong Land 
Investment Co as lessore, 

Sir Henry Berkeley, K.c., instraoted by Mr, 
D. V. Steavenson (of Messrs, Deacon, Looker 
and Deacon) appeared for the truste2, and Hon 
Mr. H. E. Pollock, k.c., represented the Land 
Investment Co. : 

His Lordship said—In the mattor of a dis- 
claimer of a lease entered into by Chung Shan- 
koo with the Land Investment Company, it 
looked at first sight as if I should have at last 
to decide the much vexed question whether the 
English Bankruptcy rules were io force in the 
Colony in virtue of the joint operation of 
sectioa 71 of the Bankraptey Ordinance and 
sub-sections 3 and + of the C.C.P. It seems 
probable, however, that the question will only be 
solved pieceme.l and by a gradual process of 
elimination, [ have now only to cousider whether 
the Engiish rule 320 is in force here. The 
op-ration of section 71 in this particular is 
subject to the limitation that the rules shall not 
be inconsistent with the Binkraptcy Ordinanos, 
and on the fava of it the English rule 32) is 
incousistent. It begins “A lease miy be 
disclaimed without luave of the Coart in the 
‘ollowing cases’, which fits oa to section 55 (3): 
“‘a trustee shall not be entitled to disclaim a lea:e 
without the leave of the Court, except in any 
oase which may be prescribed by general rules.” 
The provisionsof section 48 (3) of the Hongkong 
Ordinance are simply “a trustee shal! not be 
intided to disolaim a lease without leave of the 
Cuurt”. The _cises dealt with in rule 
320, one of which was attempted to be 
set up here, do not apply to this Colony. 
This leaves us with the broad general rule that 
a lsase cannot be disclaimed wit hout leave of 
the Court. This must mean that a disclaimer 
is-not a disclaim-r until it is sanctioued by 
the Court, which of itself precludes tho 
possibility of allowing a disclaimer to have a 
retrospective operation. ror the reasons 
adduced for such a retrospective operation 
might go to the extent of introlucing a condi- 
tion similar to the case contemplated in 
English rale 32U.-1 do not think therefore 
that I need unravel the dispated interpret ation 
of what took place between Mr. Lowe and Mr. 
Deacon on the one side, and Mr. Deacon and

‘ Court has been in fact giver While, therefore, I 


give leave to disclaim, I cannot make it 
operative except from the time when the 
order is drawn up. This carries with it the 
right of the Company to retain rents acorued 
out of the $7,500 in their hands With regard 
to the remaining question, I am not at all clear 
how and for what the Company will prove 
in the baukruptoy, but the question is not before 
us now. This point, however, does seem olesr. 
The money in their hands is oilled a security ; 
aod the claim which they will make, if it is 
admissible, will be one which falls within the 
objects for which the money was deposited with 
them inseourily. It is the debtor's money, and 
the cope has a lien on it expressly created 
by the deed. They therefore come within the 
definition of secured creditors in the Bankruptoy 
Ordinance. The motion having raised points 
on whioh the trustees has been unsuccessful, the 
Company must have the costa of the motion out 
of the estate, 
OREDITOR’S CLAIMS. 

His Lordship contioued :—I have now to deal 
with cerlain questions arising out of my judgt 
ment on the motion of the Trustee calling on 
certain creditors {o establish their claims, and in 
default that their claima be expunged. The 
decision of this motion follows in natural and 
logical’ sequence from that judgment, The 
Trustee being the successor in title of the 
Official Receiver oan do no more than the 
Official Reosiver himself. The claim of any 
creditor having been admitted, the Offoial 
Receiver could not come ¢o the Court and sa 
merely: “I have changed my mind wit 
regard to a certain oreditor and I want his 
claim investigated.” Nor can the Trustes. 
What can be done is that the Offlcial Receiver 
or Trustee, as the case my ba, can onme to this 
Court with some ground of suspicion, some 
definite reason why he considers such and such 
a claim needs further investigation. I cannot 
put the decision of the Oficial Receiver to admit 
the claim quite on the high level of a jadgment, 
neither can I hold on the other hand that the 
Official Reoeiver in the performanca of his 
duty imposed upon him by section 30 (E) is a 
merely ministerial officer. He may r.quire 
evidence to be furnished to him and must come 
to a decision npon the evidence before him, 
whether that originally furvished that 
which he has called for; and an appeal from 
his deoision liee to this Court. is duties 
therefore are clearly magisterial in this instanoa. 
Looking at the question generally, what 
does the Trustee propose that this Court 
should do hereP Merely call on the creditors 
to substantiate or Bidnes further evideuce 
in support of their claims, without addacing 
the slightest evidence or giving any reasons 
casting suspicion on the alnings in support of 
his request. The more fact that learned counsel 
has been instructed to call them “bogus” 
creditors, as he did throughout his argument, 
is not sufficient ; nor is the assumption that the 
Court will be bcodwiaked unless the motion is 

to, The creditors are entitled to remain 

in the position in which the acceptance of their 
claims by the Official Ressiver has pnt them: 
and if the Trustee has any ground for supposing 
that the Official Receiver erred in acosp'iug the 
documents, or if he had any ground of suspicions 
sae the claim is a bogus ove let him come to this 
urt and siy so, giving his reasons, and the 
Coart will consid-r them. Without it—No! So 
much for the general axpect of the question. 
But with regard to the special case of the oil 
contract, a case has clearly been made on the 
law, and the mere mention of the word 


question requires investigation; aod vot 
in law only, but also in fact, We must inquire 
a little more particularly what that contract 


ficed provisionally for the 
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really is. Was it a wageriog contract, or 
wast time bargain? ‘here is nothing to 
show. And as it is olear that the Court 
of Bankrutcy can go behind sven a judgmant, 
it is olear that al) the oiroumstances under 
which time contracts were entered into 
can ba made tha gabject of inqairy. Di- 
rectly this inquiry is sanctioned it is of course 
impossible to limit it, and the questions put to 
the creditor may inevitably include such as will 
test the existence of the contract. This I 
cannot help, nor, as the olaim has been 
sworn to will itinvolveany additional hardship or 
expense, or any departure from the general 
‘principle I: have laid down. As to the 
procedure, there ia n> need for any issue, nor 
any pleadings. I shall call upon this oreditor 
to come before the Court, as a person whom the 
Ccurt deems capible of giving information 
respecting the debtor's dealings under Section 
26 of the Bankruptcy Ordinance, I shall treat 
the proof accepted by the Official Receiver as a 
sufficient prima facie proof of hig claim, and he 
may then be cross-examined by counsel for the 
Truster, and re-examined by the counsel who is 
appearing for him. The question of ovsts is 
reserved, i 

Mr. Slade—I don’t quite follow your Lord- 
ship's last words. Assuming I appear for this 
man could I not put him in the box and examine 
him ? 

His Lordship—I think it would be more 
consistent that L should treat it as if he had 
already given prim facie proof. 

Sir Henry Berkeley—I think my learne! 
friend's suggestion is the fairer for him and us, 
that he should examine his witness and prove 
his case, : 

His Lordship—I consider tho Official 
Recsiver’s accep'ance of the claim as prima 


facie proof. 


Sir Henry Berkeloy—That course ought not 
to be adopted for this raason: you have ascepted 
the recaption of proof by the Official Receiver 
as primt facie evidence of the claim. I respect- 
fully submit that the right oonrse is to let 
my learned friend, in obedience to a direction 
of the Court. put the witness in the box to give 
further evidence in support of the claim. 
When he har given tha Court his evidence 
the trustea might be satistied. All he has ever 
asked for is that further evidence might be 
given, and how oan I oross-examine without in 
the first instance hearing what he has got to 


Bay. 

His Lordship—The cross-examination is 
simply “what are the conditions ander which 
the contract was entered into?” I think that 
is the soundest ruling. The dste of hearing is 
8th, and the 

estion of costs reserved. 

Bir He rkeley—Do I understand the 
Official Receiver should never hold any meeting 
or permit any creditor to vole on say sort of 
resolution until he has thoroughly gone into

His Totdehip—t don’t think [ see any 


difficulty in interpreting subsection 9 of section 
30. 


Sir Henry Berkeley—If you once allow a vote

ALLEGED INSURANCE FRAUDS.

THE YUST-HAN RAILWAY IMH&OGLIO,. 

It will be remambered that the Ya-t-Han 
Railway trouble broke out about the middle of 
Jaouiry this year owing to a difference of 
opinion bstween the officials and the gentry 
and the merchants. 

Viceroy Shum during his tenure of office had 
but one aim. that of keeping foreigners out of 
everything and acted up to his mott> of “ China 
for the Chinese” to the very day of his 
departure, ‘I'here has been a great deal of 
correspondence between the Viceregal Yaman 
aod the Central Govern rent. Viceroy Shum 
had continually obstructed the Kowloon-Cuntou 
Railway scheme by~the usual dilatory answers 
so dear to the Chinese official, which finally 
ended in vigorous action taken by the Hong«ong 
Goverament—the probable ‘cause of his 
removal from the Liang Kwang. 

The Viceroy was determined to oarry out his

‘soheme with Chinese funds alone and had 


devised plans to raisa the capital by increased 
taxation. Following the adeios of his old 
friend Cho Siu-chak, who, by the way, was 
already appointe! director of the Yuot-Han 
Railway und President of the Chamber of 
Commerce, it was decided to raise funds by 
taxation ostensibly for the construction of the 
Yuet-Han Railway bat with the intention of 
applying the funds to the Kowloon Cantou 
scheme so as to oust the British out of it. On 


the 9th of Janusry this year a meeting was | 


convened to.submit to the gentry and morvhauts 
the Viceregal ideas regarding the raizing of 
funds for the Yuet-Han Ruilway. Owing to 
the presence of uninvited offic‘ale who mide 
themselves rather conspicuous by makiog 
threatening remarks the meeting took a lively 
tarn and ended with the Lai Kwai Pui episode. 
Telegrams were sent to Peking and throagh 
the energy of the unofficial olsment the officials 
hed to give way and the Viceroy's cnaning 
scheme to divert the Yuet-Han Ruilway foods 
was thas frustrated. Since the arrival of H.E. 
Choa Fu his Chief Secretary (Sham Taag) has 
been offered the post of Prosident of the 
Yuet-Han Riilway Company but has declined 
to accept it owing to the mixed up state of 
affairs.

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cace of trouble. Taotai Cheang, as every one 
knows, was fo.o3d to accspt the appointment by 
the ex-Viceroy’s clique; he isa wealthy maa 
and his done everythiog to resign his post since 
his appointm:nt. It appears now that the 
funds - collected were invested by the 
herds of the different charitable ins ‘itutions, 
Three. million dollars were drawn to 
pay for the redemption of the coaczssion 
and out of the remaining 83,010,110 it is said 
that $1,000,000 has beea invested in local, binks 
and pawnshops and the remiinder $2,000,0 0 
invested with various shopa, the proprietors of

One of the most important of these disa- 
bilities, to which my Committee desira to direct 
your pirticualar attention, is iu connection with 
imports via Dalny. In addition to this being a 
Free Port, the Imperial Maritime Customs hare 
now decreed that foreign goods re-exporied 
from Shavghai to Dalny are entitled to duty 
drawback. ‘The natural cuteome of this leyisla- 
tion is that goods are shipped to Nawchwans 
via Daloy duty free whereas oo direct carpoes 
from Shanghai to Nowchwang full dutics are 
demanded.

NEW BRIDGES FOR SHANGHAI. 
(| Reently wai announced that Massrs, 
i Howarth, Er-kina and Company, of Singapore, 
had beeu ordered by the Shanghai Municipal 
Council to erect two new steel bridges at Shang- 
| haiatacost of two hundred and twenty thousand 
| dollars. The Shanghai Mauicipality have decided 
to do away with the old aud inseoure wooden 
structures known as the Garden and Chekiang 
bridges and replace ‘them with new steel 
structures, The Straits Times says :—- 

‘The new Garden bridge will be a massive 
structure of an ornamental de-ign in keepias 
with the artistic surroundings of the Bund, and 
will, whea completed, consis'. of two spans of 
over one hundred and seventy feet each, wilh a 
maio roadway of forty feet width along each side 
anda footway of ten feet width. Provision is made 
to run a doutle line of: tram cars in the centre of 
the main roadway, while the eatire road surface 
will be paved with hardwo:d blocks. There will be 
over eight hundred and sixty tons of steelwork 
in this bridge before it is completed. 

The Chekiang bridge is of the lenticular 
girder type, and is to have a spin of one 
hundred and ninety six feet. It is also of 
massive construction to take the load of 
running tram cars as well as the pedestrian and 
heavy street traffic. The weight of the steel. 
work in this bridge will be over three hundred 
aud sixty tons. A feature ia the erection of 


these bridges will ba the method adopted in 
carrying on uninterruptedly the existing road 
and water borne traffic, and this will bs no small 
task when one considers the amounts there really 
are at these points.

There has arrived in Singapore, a Chinesa 
official named Chen Puo s ug, who comes here | 
as the pmisanty of the Chinese Governm-nt to 
induce the\Chioese resident in the Straits 
Settlements and Java to invest money in 
Chinese railways. His Excellevey heo, who 
is a Hokien, came from Swatow, and has made 
the Chinese Chamber of Commerce in Hill 
Street his head-quarters. The railways in 
which His Excellency wishes {o enlist the 
financial support of Chinese resident abroad are 
chiefly in the Province of Fokien, with connec- 
tions north and south into Chekiang and 
Kwangtung respectively. This is a district 
where the Chinese are of an enterprising cha- 
racter,and it is anticipated that the trade from 
the various excellent barbours on the Fokien 


seaboard fo the interior willrrow rapidly. There } 


can be little doubtof the suce-ss of these railways

Doubtless, his credentials 
are above suspicion, But it is a singular 
phenomenon of Chiaese character that while 
they are, wilh notable exceptions, strictly honest 
and trustworthy in their individual capacity. as 
officials, in China, aud often in corporate 
capacity, they are, to pu' it as rently as possibl-, 
not above suspicion. Why is it that Chen has 
to come so far afield to collecl money 2? What 
explanation does he give for (he failure of the 
rich Chineso of Kwangtung and Fokien to 
support his railway schemes ? 

A part altogether from questions of honesty 
and of the restricting effects of extortionate 


native officials, there arises the question | 
whether the Chinese who toy with railway | 
schemes are really fit to carry them to 


concerns, lis is a point that 
wil) surely occur to “Straits-boru Chines3, 
and to those enterprising and industrious sons 
of Sinim who have acquired wealth in Malaya 
and the neighbouring Dutch possessions. We 
are moved to refer t: it, however, by the timely 
arrival of the interim report of the China 
Associa(ion for 1906-7. Here we have the 
record of the tortuous methods of a typical 
Chinese official, His Excellency Shum, tlie ex- 
Viceroy of thetwo Kwang. For no otherreason 
apparently, than because the British author ities 
were anxious to have Hongkong connected with 
Canton by rail, Shum sought by every subter- 
fuge in his power to retard the progress of the 
line. A few davs ago, it was announced that the 
agreement for the construction of the connecting 
line from Kowloon to (anton hanging fire 
for eo long, had at last been signed, the 
anoouncement being made almost simultaneously 
with Sbum’s departure and Chou Fu’s arrival. 
Sham was not content with obstructing the 
advance of the British line.

‘Ihe necessary cost of build- 
ing the railway, too, was to be temporarily 
borne by the Authorities on condition that 
the money (for making Whampoa a treaty 
port and the construction of railway thus ex- 
pended) should be repaid when the shares 
were taken up. When Cheung had settled 
the abore with the Viceroy Shum in the 
conferences he returned to Chiu Chau, his 
native place, to see abont the funds, sod as 
soon as he gets enough funds he will come 
to Canton to commence work. He will begin 
with the s-ction between Canton and 
Whanmpoa and with all work iu connection 
with the opsniug of the latter as a treaty port 
aod the construction of the enbankment. In 
the meantime he will telezraph to the various 
towns in the Southern Ocean to immediately 
take up shares in the Cauton Amoy Railway, 
which is a main line, so that he can continuously 
work sectiou after section. We further hear 
that part of the railw y between Amoy and 
Chiu Chau is considered to be the main line for 
the Fokien Province, and th» fuuds for the 
constraction are to ba raised from the Fokien 
people, and the funds for bnilding the K wang 
Tang main line between Canton and Chiu 
Chan are to be raised from the Kwangtung 
merchants. The echeme is first to commence 


curope, particularly in Spain where inocula- 
tions of this kind have been made with beneficial 
results. 

On Novamber 18th and 19th two and three 
days after the inoculation, a number of these 
twenty-four prisoners became acutely ill, and on 
the evening of the following day, November 
26th, two of them died, apparently from the 


results of the inoculation, Subsequently 
on various days, seven more priscners 
diel in the prison hospital, and one 


prisoner, whose sentence had expired and who 
had been released from Bilibid, died on Novem- 
ber 2ist at 152 San Jose. 

These inoculations were made by Dr. 
Strong under authority dated March Ist, 1904, 
which authorization was for “the carrying 
op, under the supervision of the Dirvot:r 
of the Biological Laboratory, of the investiga- 
tion among inmates of Bilibid Prison with 
reference to diseases which prevail among 
them, as outlined within.” 

Sino» this authority was granted, over half 
the prisoners in Bilibid have been inoculated 
against cholera without any harmful resalts 
whatever. 

All these cases of death were promptly 
referred to the Coroner for proper action by 
him, aod upon his iostructions, autopsies had 
been made in each instance. An investigation 
ig now beiog made under his direction to 


determine the exact cause of desth ia 
each instance, and upon that information 
being obtained, the coroner will render 


ths verdict r. quired by law. 

It appears that probably these deaths have 
resulted from the anti-cholera vacciae which 
was used, having in some way become con- 
taminated with plague germs while the vaccins 
was being prepared in the g vernment Labora. 
tories. A number of years ago, thousands of 
inoculations with this same anti-cholera vaccine 
were made by Dr. Ferran in Spain, and similar 
instances of contamination occurred and some 


400 
deaths resulted I wish it- understood, how- 
ever, that the accidents which resulted 
from this inoculation were not due ‘to 
the method itself but to the contamination of 
the vaccine just before final preparation. No 
test as to whether the vaccine has been con- 
taminated can be made on animals for the reason 
that the Ferran virus must be prepared for use 
and used whilefresh. _ 

. Immediately after being notified that the 
risoners inoculated had become sick, Dr. Strong 
aid the matter before the proper authorities for 

investigation and action by them. 

It is needless to say that Dr. Strong is grieved 
beyond measure at the unfortunate accid-nt 
which occurred with these twenty-four inocula- 
tions. Dr. Strong has made, in tha past 
faw years, thousands of inoculations with 
anti-cholera and anti-p'ague vac ine, and never 
before have any untoward results followed. These 
particular inoculations ware made on his own 
responsibility under the authority above des- 
dezoribed and were in no way authorized by or 
participated in by the Director of Health or by 
the Director of the Bureau of Science. 

Iam immeasurably grieved at the unfor{unate 
result of this accident, and it is unnecessary to 
add that every possible step has been and will 
be taken by the governmut to care for the 
other patients who havo suffered from this 
inoculation, and to relieve as far as possible, 
any distress which may have been caused the 
families of th se who have been affected. 


SIR ROBERT HART'S CIRCULAR. 


OFFICIALLY PUBLISHED. 


Tn the “Customs Quarterly Gazette” for 
July-September 1906, published on November 
26th from tle Statistical Department of the 
Imperial Maritime Customs, the following 
notificatiun appeared :— 

vircular No. 1,369. 
Inspectorate-General of Customs. 
Peking September 22nd. 

Circulars Nos. 1,339 and 1,361 acquainted you 
with the establishment and opening of a separate 
and special office to deal with Customs affairs. 
The Inspectorate, which had hitherto functioned 
in and under the Tsungli Yamcnand Waiwupu, 

was thereon accordingly instructed to report 
henceforth to, and take i(s orders from the new 
department, the Shuiwuch‘na. The two Tach‘cn, 
appointed to control the Shuiwuch'u, 
Their Excellencies T‘ieh-Liang and T‘ang Shao- 
yi, explained to me on two separate occasions, on 
the 12th and 15th May, that work was to proceed 
as before, and they now authorize me to circulate 
this intimation as an order for the information 
of the. Service generally. While the Inspector 
- General will have the same relations with the 
Shuiwoch‘n that he had with the Waiwupu and 
his duties continue to follow the same general 
lines, Commissioners and port staff will also 
continue to work just as before and remain in the 
same relation to the Inspector-General. Further, 
seeing that this explanation should dispel 
apprehensions expressed sinoé the appearance of 

e Customs Edict on the 9th May, the mem- 
bers of: the Service are to avoid originating or 
circulating, whether by mouth or pen, disturb- 
ing rumours and hypothetioal fears calculated to 
provoke publiccomment to no useful purpose, but 
Which may do more harm than good as affecting 
the dignity of the Chinese Government. The 
Maritime . Customs worked satisfactorily, 
efficisutly, and usefully in the past, and the 
Chiness Government has been considerate and 
liberal in its dealings with its foreign employés; 
it is not intended (o change such treatment and 
it is expected: that Service contentment and 
efficiency will march hand in hand witb its 
continuance. I may add that this Customs 
Circular has been submitted to, and approved of, 
by the Shuiwa Ta-chén before issue,

REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE. 


The current issue of the Gazette has a 
comparative statement of the revenue and 
expenditure of the Colony for the period bnded 
30th Saptember, 19'6. At the outset it is 
satisfactory to uote tha’ the actual expendi'ure 
is well under taat which was Sstimated, and the 
satisfaction would have been increased had as 
good a state of thiugs been found under ths 
heading of revenue, The actual revenue was 
$5,014,109 representing a slight advance on that 
of the sama periol in the preceding year, and 
falling rather more than $2,00:',0Q0U under the 
estimate for 1906. On the other hand the 
actual expenditure amounted to $4,986,461, 
a slight decrease on that for the same period of 
the precedirg year, and falling by rather more 
than $2,000,000 .under the estimate for 1906. 
Of course it will have to be borne in mind that 
these increases and decreases are more apparent 
than real. Turniog now to the heads of 
revenue, we find decreases recorded in 
two items, namely: Interest, a decrease 
of $8,967 and water account, $61,089, Seouch 
inchding land sales a further declina of $118,971 
is found. Agninst this total decrease af 
$188,328, there is a total increase of $215,335 
contributed to ag follows .—light dues, $1,771; 
licences ete., $57,302; fees of Court or offica, 
etc. $31,835; Post Offlce, $3,326; rent of 
Government property, etc. $L17,166; mis- 
cellaneous receipts, 83,931. Under the haading 
of expenditure are comparatively few increases, 
the greatest being found in Public Works Ex- 
traordinaryaud in the flarbour Master's Depart- 
ment, which is probably explained by typhoon 
damages and extra work. In the Jadicial and 
Legal Departments there is an increase in 
expenditure of almost 75,0), and the Medical 
Departments have absorbed, $2,743 more than 
in the previons yaar. The other column of 
figures reveals a large number of items which 
have entailed less expenditure than before, the 
most notable coming under the head of Post 
Office, and amounting to $211,382. There iss 
decreases of $71,505 in the Military contribution ; 
the Police and Prison Departments have been 
run at less cost than last year by $30,6-,, and 
the miscellaneous services have absorbed 
$45,714 less than in the previous year. 


THE SEOUL TELEPHONE SERVICE 


In pursuance of usage in vogue since the 
establishment of the Japanese Legation, the 
authorities of the Residency-(teneral in Korea 
have established telephone service in Seoul and 
to some extent the telephones are available to 
the public. We learn from Japanese contem- 
poraries that Mr. Collbran, president of the 
American Korean Electric Company, operating 
the electric railway and lighting plaut in Seoul, 
has repeatedly protested against the telephone 
service being conducted under the control of 
the Resideocy-General, on the grcund that his 
company hold a special charter for establishing 
and conducting a telephone service in Seoul.

THE NEW SWATOW RAILWAY. 


The Swatow correspondent of the N-C. Daily 
News sent the following account of the Ch‘ac- 
Shar, Ch‘aochoufu-Swatow Railway, opened 
formally on November 28th:——A large company 
of natives and fo.eigners was present’ at the 
station, and many of these found places in the 
train which left for Ch‘acchoufa at eleven 
o'clock. The band of H.I.M.S. Jaguar accom- 
panied the party, and enlivened the trip. After 
spending half-an-hour at the inland locminue 
the company returned to Swatow, and, at the 
terminus there, found a tiffin awaiting: 
them. Speeches were made by the Taotai, 
the British Consul, the Commissioner of 
Castoms, Mr. Richardson, and other guests. 
The Taotai drew attention to the . happy 
coincidence of the function and the Empress's 
birthday. He regarded the opening of the 
line as marking another stage in China's 
advance, and only a stage for it cannot be lon 
before this line is connected on the one hand 
with the trunk line to Hankow, and on the 
other hand with the coast line from Canton to 
Foochow and further. He also considered that 
not the least important result of the railway- 
building was the dispelling of such prejudice as 
led to the murder of two of the construoting 
staff last year. In conclusion he wished succass 
to the railway, coupling with it in the toast the 
names of the original promoters Chang Yung: 
hsien and his nephew. 

The line is twenty-three and a half miles, 
long or thirty miles including sidings. There 
are two termini, and four other stations. 
Throughout its whole course the line is 
practically level, with no deep cuttings. The 
ouly bridge of any size spans the north, or 
Ampou branch of the Han river, about two 
miles from Swatow. ‘Che greatest difficulty 
éncountered was the number of small streams 
and water outlets whioh had to be spanned 
by culverts. The embankment is mainly 
composed of field mud dug up olose to the line, 
and ballast is sparingly ussd. The rolling 
stock is sufficient for present needs, bat not 
abundant ; and one, at least, of the engines has 
done service elsewhere. The roofs of the 
railway sheds are supported on wooden pillars 
sunk into the earth, a most perilous yenture 
in this land of white ants. Thera is a 
good deal of shoddy about the carriages 
—rough castings, ioferior veneer, imitation 
“leather” on the cushions. The construction 
bas taken two years to a day, ond has cost, up 
to date, olosa on three million dollars, A first- 
class English firm tendered to do the whole for 
one million and three-quarters, but the Chinese 
elected to give ocarts-blauche to a Japanese 
company, with the present result. 

The administration of the railway ia well 
organized, and the trains are punctual. If the 
embankment survives the rains (the sceptical 
draw attention to the fact ‘that it has been 
obsorved in the middle of the driest weather) it 
will develop trade, and inspire further extension ; 
but not, we should judga, under existing aus- 
pices, if experience teashes anything. 


DUCY ON KOREAN AND CHINESE 
GOODS. 

The Japanese Official Gazette contains the 
following Imperial Ordinanca, No. 303, in 
regard to the application of the Conventional 
‘Tariffs on the Korean and Chinese products :— 

“ Tmport duties on articles produced in _ orea, 
and also pig-iron, tin in ingot or slab, and 
mercury produced in China shall be imposed 
according to the rates of the Conventinal 
Tariff. In such cases as the duty in the 
General Statutory Tariff is lower, the duty shall 
be imposed according to the same tariff. 

“Artioles I. & II. of the Regulations 
relating to the operation of the Customs Tariff 
Law will be applied to the articles referred to in 
the preceding clause.” 

This Ordinance o3me into effect on December 
Ist.

PIEECE GOODS. 


Mexara. Noel, Murray & Co.'s Report on the 
Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated Shanghai 
2th November, 1906, states :— According to latest 
advices certain paints have been agreed to in the 
conditions the Japanese are trying to enforce 
tefore they give up the adminiatration of Now- 
chwany, but the most salient have yet to be set- 
tled, dnd the date for the final retrecession is still 
further postponed. Meanwhile the Port is now 
closed, the River being blocked with ice, The 
cold snap has come somewhat suddenly and rather 
enrlier than usual in the North, as the River 
Peiho is already presenting difficulties to navign- 


tion on account of the ice, and it seems likely 


By sp-cial act of imperial _ 
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steamers will not be able to go beyond Tongkn, 
unless there is another wild epell. A representa- 
tive of American industry, who has just returned 
here from Manchuria, where he has been making 
@ tour of inspection during the last two months, 
gives, as his opinion, that it will be some time 
after April before trade there is properly resumed. 
The Country people are, at the moment, in afflu- 
ent circumstances and are paying more attention 
to rebuiding and fixing their dwellings than to 
buying and selling forcign goads, but he is quite 
convinced that the demand for such will come 
cventually, and does not believe in the power af 
the Japanese to usurp a much larger proportion of 
the trade. There is nothing new to report of the 
River trade. The water is falling rapidly in the 
Yangtsze and the country will no doubt benefit 
considerably by its fertilising influence; though 
the floods have caused great distress in many 
districts as is evidenced by the crowds of starving 
refugees who are coming even as far as this to 
ecek relief. The Manchester markct is reported 
to be very firm with a gocd business doing for 
other countries than (hina, the demand for India, 
especially, being well maintained. Cotton has 
taken a sudden jump in Liverpool 6.21d for Mid- 
American, private telegrams giving it as 6.17d. 
Egyptian is firmer at gd. Private advices con- 
cerning the American crop estimate the total at 
12,000,000 bales, the higher grades, owing to 
damage to the crops, being comparatively 
scarce and relatively dearer, We have not heard 
of any advices of the New York market. ‘The 
current business in spot cargo is quite at a stand- 
still, except at the Auctions, which are, to all 
appearances, going to benefit hy the disagree- 
ment between the merchants and local dealers, 
prices to-day showing a steady improvment in 
most of the staple makes of Cotton goods. With 
the exception of these public sale purchases 
clearances have been very poor, and no fresh 
business is being done, barring a few specialities 
in Fancy makes. There aye rumours of trouble 
amongst some of the poor houses of Indian 
yarn, but no particulars(have as yet been made 
public. The strain must certainly be very erat, 
and few can have escaped with a whole skin, 
Meanwhile the markct here appears to he steady- 
ing up somewhat, especially for No. 1s, which 
are wanted for Szechen. Japanese spinnings are 
steady to firm and the higher counts of local 
yarns are. slightly hetter in the retail market. 
Native Cotton is fairly steady, the growers, 
apparently, are nursing the market. The resump- 
tion of shipments last month to Dalny (the 
customs Authorities keep ta the old name) shows 
that Japanese Sheetings predominate, though wo 
understand that the whole shipment which con- 
sisted of English Sheetings and Amerian Shvet- 
ings and Drills as well, was made through a 
Japanese Company established here, in conjunc- 
tion with soize other firms, to test the feasibility 
of that route. Grey Shirtings—At the Auctions 
8.4 lbs. have shown a lack of demand and _ prices 
were inclined to be lower if anything ; but 7 Ihs. 
and the heavier makes all show a firmer tendency.
